EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Report of the Convenfion. 


In a convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, in the state of North Carolina, held at 
Fayetteville on the 2d of April last, the follow- 
ing Report of the state of the Church was 
adopted. 

‘The committee on the state of the church 
regret that their linited means of infor nation 
compel them to make a very imperfect report 
on the subject submitted te their consideration 

In November. 1816, the Rev. Bethel Judd. of | 
the diocess of Connecticut, and the Rev. A. | 
Empie of the diocess of New York, be ng de- 
prived of health, and advised to change their 
climates, met at Wilmington ; and during the 
subsequent winter, officiated in the church in 
that place. Previously to their arrival, there 
was no Episcopal clergyman in this state, and 
butone cengregation In which the worship of 
ours church was perfornued. By their joint en- 
deavors. however, together with the aid of the 
pious and zealous members of the eongregation 
at Wilmington, under the blessing of Gad, piety 
and devout attention to religious ordinances, 
yapidly increased. Since the first of the fol- 
lowing May, the charge of the congregation 
has devolved entirely upon its present Rector, 
the Rev. A. Simpic, whose ministrations have 
been greatly blessed to his own comfort, to the 
satisfaction of his Christian friends, and we 
trust, to the glory of God. s. 

On the first of May, 1817, th@™Rev. B. Judd 
vemoved his station to the charge of a congre- 
gation, which, on the preceding Easter Mon- 
day, had by him been organized in Fayette- 
ville. The zeal of that congregation, of which 
young men forma principal part, has been emi- 
nently evineed by their regular and devout at-

for the erection of a church, which will soon 
he completed; and which, when completed, 
will be equal perhaps, in point of elegance, to 
any inthe state.

A seasonable relief, however, is an 
ticipated from the talents and zealous efforts of 
‘he Rev. Mr. Mason, who has recently com- 
menced his labors tn that congregation with 
every prospect of success. , 
The Rev. Mr. Avery, having for some time 
‘aught an academy, and performed the duties 
of lay reader, at Edenton, was ordained in 
October last, and now officiates asthe minister 
of that congregation; which, though not nu 
merous, gives good evidence of its desire to 
promote religion, particularly by a very gene 
rous contribution to the support of Missiona 
vies in this state ; an object in which all the 
friends of our church should feel a deep inte- 
vest, and to which we cherish the hope that they 


vill be liberal to the utmost extent of their 


mcans.
